James Weaver Speaks; Recalls Stir- 
ring Scenes—Officers Are 
Ejected. 
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Oklahoma City, Ok., 
April 
22 — 
Twenty-one years ago this date, at 
the tiring of a cannon, the first big 
run” in the opening of United States 
lands to homesteaders was consum­ 
mated. Today the “run” was repro­ 
duced. One hundred men and women 
entered the contest, running from a 
point east of the city to the state fair 
grounds. 
The 
‘claims” were staked inside 
the race track enclosure. Seventy-five 
thousand people watched the event. 
Gen. James B. Weaver of Iowa de­ 
livered an address in the afternoon 
recalling the historic flight in con 
gress. He secured the passage of the 
Oklahoma bill and galloped to the 
White House with it against the 
threats of cattle men. The last offi­ 
cial act of President Cleveland at 
the close of his Hest administration 
was the signing of the bill. 
On the platform sat Miss Belle Cun­ 
ningham, the first white child born 
in Oklahoma Territory.

A Quiet hill Determined Effort to 
Eliminate Every Phase of So­ 
cial Equality in Oberlin. 
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Oberlin, O., April 
22.—The ritual­ 
istic motto “Equality for all, whether 
white or black” may soon be erased 
from the escutcheon of Oberlin col­ 
age, one ot the oldest colleges in 
the country, as a result of a quiet 
but determined campaign to eliminate 
pvery phase of social equality which 
has prevailed among the white and 
negro students 
of 
that 
institution 
since its foundation three quarters of 
a century ago. 
The faculty is wrought up and 
has taken steps to stem the tide 
of revolt among the white students. 
It now is known that the white un­ 
der graduates have promulgated an 
effective order barring negroes from 
college societies, 
class 
functions, 
athletic teams and boarding places. 
Oberlin was the first college in 
America to welcome the negro to its 
halls. 
The trouble which has come 
to a head but recently, has been 
brewing since last spring when four 
negroes accompanied the track team 
to Columbus, where the white stu-j 
dents were refused admission to the 
best hotels on account of the pres­ 
ence of the blacks.

It is a 
shame that such a thing should hap­ 
pen as the election of city officers is 
of much importance to every citizen.

It is worse than a shame; it is a 
shirking of civic duty. Recent revel­ 
ations in municipal and State Govern­ 
ments over the country instead of 
deterring, should induce citizens ev­ 
erywhere to take a deeper and more 
active part in politics. As the Post 
has frequently pointed out, regard­ 
less of what the taste of the citizen 
may be in this regard, duty impera­ 
tively demands that he shall give 
more freely of his time, his thought, 
his talent to the public welfare which 
is identical with his own.

C E W IS H O M OF CUI L I B WORLD I 


Oklahoma Furnishes Fine Standard Material 
Although it is Practically New Resource 
in State. Ada, Oklahoma Portland 
Cement Company’s Great Plant. 


Few people realize what cement 
means to the nation as a whole. A 
simple combination of limestone rock 
and blue shale and a small per cent 
of gypsum has changed the whole 
architectural scheme of 
the 
larger 
buildings in all our great cities. It 
has made possible the construction 
of immense sky-scrapers, crowded 
closely together, absolutely fireproof 
and with a strength and durability 
far exceeding the old steel and brick 
buildings. 
Cement has also entered 
into the composition of pavements, 
sidewalks and bridges, making the 
cost of construction so low that im­ 
provements in this direction were 
possible, where in the old days and 
with 
different 
materials 
the 
cost 
would have been prohibitive. 
It had been known for years that 
there were large deposits of shale 
and limestone throughout the Indian 
Territory, but it was not until 1906 
that the matter received serious at­ 
tention, and active construction of 
plants for the manufacture of cement 
was started. The first Oklahoma ce­ 
ment was placed on the market early 
in 1908 and a comparison with other 
cements showed it to be equally as 
good, if not superior 
to 
them 
all. 
With the appearance of the local 
product in the market the price of 
cement fell from $2.30 per barrel to 
as low as $1.09 and has never, even 
in times of cement famine, reached 
higher than $1.60 since. Hence it can 
be safely said that the development 
of Oklahoma cement has saved the 
consumer as much as 50 cents per 
barrel for the last two years, or at 
the very least $500,000 in the state. 
The city of Oklahoma City alone used 
40,000 barrels during 1909, and the 
'prrgtnperttfg statistics for lftlO call. 
for 50,000 barrels for municipal work 
only. 
Undoubtedly the country has ar­ 
rived at the "cement age." In fact, 
the greatest economic discovery of 
the age is the cheap production of 
cement and its general application 
and use. Marvelous indeed were the 
engineering achievements accomplish­ 
ed with the introduction of steel and 
iron into the construction of build­ 


ings, bridges and tanks, but we may 
look for still greater wonders to fol­ 
low as we learn more fully the num­ 
erous advantages of cement and con­ 
crete. In 1909 the consumption of ce­ 
ment in the United States was al­ 
most 70,000,000 barrels, yet the 
ce­ 
ment manufacture is still in its in­ 
fancy. Deposits of iron ore and the 
available timber are rapidly dimin­ 
ishing, so it is to cement that the 
engineers are turning. Hence the vast 
deposits of limestone and shale scat­ 
tered throughout the state of Okla­ 
homa will one day be an immensely 
valuable asset. 
There are two plants now in op­ 
eration in the state, producing an­ 
nually about 2,000,000 barrels of ce­ 
ment, about thirty per cent of which 
is consumed in Oklahoma, and 
the 
balance sold from the Mississippi to 
the Pacific and from Nebraska to the 
Gulf. These plants employ more than 
600 men and have a property valua­ 
tion of over $1,000,000. A third plant 
is now in the course of erection, rep­ 
resenting an investment of $600,000. 
The two plants now in operation are 
running night and day, and the de­ 
mand for their product is ever 
in­ 
creasing. The future of cement is as­ 
sured, as it is recognized as an age 
proof, waterproof, fireproof, as well 
a san economical material, and it has 
come to stay. Railroads can not long­ 
er operate without it. The growth of 
cities would be paralyzed by a ce­ 
ment 
famine. Good roads are 
now 
made possible all over the country, 
and in fact we may now consider 
that cement is indispensible to the 
modern builder of homes, to munici­ 
palities, to states and to the na­ 
tion. 
Okalhoma with its vast .deposits of 
oement materials, including both .lune. 
stone and shale, found together in 
close proximity to natural fuel sup­ 
plies of coal and gas, is the logical 
center for the development of the ce­ 
ment industry. Oklahoma cement is 
destined to become an important fac­ 
tor I nthe building up of the future 
cities of the United States, to say 
nothing of the bridges, the streets, 
the chimneys, tanks, reservoirs and 
sidewalks of the nation.—Oklahoman.

TO THE PUBLIC 


A great many letters have been re­ 
ceived ' by the corporation commis­ 
sion asking that steps be taken to 
improve the method of receipting for 
overcharges on passenger fare by 
the Santa Fe company. 
The railroads were directed, when 
they secured the injunction knock­ 
ing out the two cent fare law, to is­ 
sue to each person buying a ticket at 
the three cent rate a receipt for the 
amount represented by the difference 
between the two cent and the three 
cent rate, this excess to be paid to 
the passenger 
should 
the 
higher 
court uphold the two cent rate. 
The Santa Fe gives a coupon that 
carries a serial number. It does not 
state the points between which the 
holder 
whs 
traveling 
when 
he 
“bought” the coupon nor indicate the 
amount that he paid for it. Should 
the refund be ordered by the court 
the holder of this coupon would sim­ 
ply have to surrender it to the rail­ 
road company and in the course of 
time, a month or a year or two years 
later, after reports and coupons to 
the extent of several hundred thou­ 
sand, perhaps milloins, he would re­ 
ceive a refund in such amount as his 
"chance" might call for provided his 
coupon did not get lost in the trans­ 
action and no errors were made. 
Traveling men complain that they 
have to turn these so-called receipts 
into their employers with expense ac­ 
counts, and that they have to at­ 
tach them to something big enough 
to carry a memorandum as to what 
the coupons are and to reduce the 
chances of the coupon being lost. 
Appeals to the corporation com­ 
mission to install a system of re­ 
ceipts that would be fair to the pub­ 
lic are useless, as this method sat­ 
isfies the federal court, and the com­ 
mission is without jurisdiction in the 
matter. 
Moreover the system is wholly in 
keeping with the treatment of the 
public that is to be expected of a 
railroad hiding behind the compre­ 
hensive folds of the gown of feder­ 
al jurisdiction. It is a fair illus­ 
tration of the methods in force be­ 
fore the corporation commission was 
created. The ordinary railroad thinks 
it an insult to its dignity to make 
anything sufficiently plain for an or­ 
dinary citizen to understand It. They 
keep their books, make their reports, 
and especially arrange their tariffs 
so that it takes an expert to under­ 
stand what a rate is. A majority of 
the agents in the employ of the rail­ 


roads the country over cannot tell 
what a rate is when they see it in 
the company’s tariff. 
If 
an 
agent 
makes an error to the company’s dis­ 
advantage his wife and babies must 
make it good out of the pittance he 
is paid and upon which they depend, 
and it is not strange that mistakes 
are almost invariably of so gross an 
error that he knowrs it must exist, 
and appeals to the corporation com­ 
mission, he can hope for a refund, 
for the commission can figure out the 
amount of the overcharge and col­ 
lect it for the shipper, as has been 
done in an amount aggregating thou­ 
sands of dollars in the last year; 
but for every mistake sufficiently big 
for the shipper to know’ of it or for 
him to think worth making the basis 
of a claim, there are scores that no 
one ever hears of, but which swell 
the company’s earnings to an enorm­ 
ous extent every year. 
When this passenger rate case is 
settled the holder of the lucky num­ 
bers that are now being issued in 
place of receipts will be lucky in­ 
deed if these coupons be not sub­ 
jected to the scrutiny of a corps of 
experts who will discover in them 
the basis for a "theory" that will im­ 
press some federal judge with the 
conviction that these simple numbers 
do not constitute a valid receipt, are 
not Evidence of claim, and cannot 
be made the basis for collection.

Kansas City March 22.—Some crit­ 
ics are taking a tall out of Johnson 
for not hurrying to the coast to train 
for his battle, with Jim Jeffries July 
4. They think he should be on the 
ground early and get to work so as 
to be in shape for the battle. Some 
time ago I spoke in 
this 
column 
about the possibility of Jeffries go­ 
ing stale before the fight because of 
too much training. Read the reports 
from the training camp, fans, but 
don’t overlook this very thing. There 
is a chance for Jeff 
to 
go 
stale. 
Again, remember Johnson has been 
in the game all the time and does 
not require the thorough training 
Jeffries does to get into condition. 
Two months is plenty of time for 
any fighter to train and five weeks 
is generally long enough for a man 
who is actively engaged in the ring. 
Here is what Johnson has to say on 
the subject: 
"The Fourth of July is over eleven 
weeks off. I am in very fair condi­ 
tion right now. 
"Why, then, should I go out to the 
coast and tear myself all to pieces 
and probably go stale before the date 
of the fight. 
"Should I do this just to satisfy a 
lot of fight fans, as you call them, 
who d ia ’t know the first tiling about 
the conidti ming of a man? I guess 
not. 
"I never trained over two months 
for a fight in my life. 
"The finest condition into which I 
eyer brought myself I obtained in 
Australia for my fight with Tommy 
Burns. 
“I trained exactly five weeks for 
that battle. 
"Let me take you back over what 
I did from the time of that fight up 
to the present. I’ve had 
five 
fights 
since then, 
a 
matter 
of 
sixteen 
months, which is however a much 
shorter period, considering 
that 
it 
took me a month to return to Amer­ 
ica from Australia. 
"That’s <nougii fighting for a cham­ 
pion to (I ). 
"First I took on Victor McLaglan, 
the jill jitsu champion, out in Van­ 
couver. I worked about five days for 
that engagement, which w'as of minor 
importance. 
Tile following May I 
took on Jack O’Brien in Philadelphia. 
For that contest I took three weeks 
to prepare, being high in flesh when 
i started. So much cannot be told 
about that training session, since I 
was making some minor matches, all 
of w’hich were intended to lead up to 
the Ketchel match on the coast. 
‘‘Following O’Brien I took on Tony 
Ross, training lightly for three weeks 
for him. That was on June 30, and 
from then until September 9 I did but 
little. Four weeks before the Kauf­ 
man fight I started to do earnest 
work and was in fair shape when I 
met him. 
“My longest siege of work was for 
Ketchel, a little over seven weeks in 
all being spent at the grind. 
"When I started out on that cam­ 
paign I weighed 228 pounds, the high­ 
est I ever got. When I boxed Ross I 
weighed 222, for Kaufman 212 and 
for Ketchel 192 pounds. So you see I 
got down to my right fighting notch 
with a great deal of care, being es­ 


pecially anxious to win this fight be­ 
cause of the side wager of $5,900 
that depended upon it. 
“And right now I want to tell you 
that when I step into the ring with 
Mr. Jeffries I will weigh between 198 
and 200 pounds. That is official."

Dr. Hyde, who was sitting 
titled back in his chair, smilingly 
listened to the testimony of the nurse

them. Mrs. Hyde soon joined the lit­ 
tle group.

In attempting to imitate the moans 
of Chrisman and Margaret Swope, 
the witness gave utterance to a weird 
cry of anguish like that of a suffer­ 
ing animal. Spectators, unaware of 
her intention to make the sound, rose 
quickly from their seats, thinking 
some ill had befallen her. 
The description of the two cases 
of convulsions showed marked simi­ 
larity. Miss Houlihan said that pa­ 
tients acted the same in many re­ 
spects. 
Again today the corridors of the 
criminal court building were block­ 
ed with people who were unable to 
gain admission to the court room. 
One of the visitors at the trial was 
State's Attorney John E. W. Way- 
man, of Chicago.

“The Peoria independent distillers 
yesterday desired that quotations out 
of this city cease until such time as 
it could be made uniform throughout 
the country,” declared Peter Casey 
of the Corning distillery today. “Ad­ 
vices reached us this morning that 
the remaining plants of the country 
had agreed to meet the ‘trust’ cut of 
5 cents a gallon and that they would 
agree to the uniform basis price of 
$1.30 a gallon.”

Good roads are now 
made possible all over the country 
and in fact we may now considel 
that cement is Indispensible to the 
modern builder of homes, to munici- 
palities, to states and to the na- 
tldn.

TO THE PUBLIC 


A great many letters have been re- 


ceived ' by the corporation commis- 
sion asking that stops be taken to 
improve the method of receipting for 
overcharges on passenger 
fare by 


the Santa Pe company 


The lailroads were directed, when 


they secured the injunction knock- 
ing out the two cent fare law, to is- 
sue to each person buying a ticket at 
the three cent rate a receipt for the 
amount represented by the difference 
between the two cent and the three 
cent rate, this excess to be paid to 
the passenger 
should 
the 
higher 


court uphold the two cent rate. 


The Santa Fe gives a coupon that 


carries a serial number It does not 
state the points between which the 
holder 
was 
traveling 
when 
he 


"bought" the coupon nor indicate the 
amount that he paid for it. Should 
the refund be ordered by the court 
the holder of this coupon would sim- 
ply have to surrender it to the rail- 
road company and in the course of 
time, a month or a year or two years 
later, after reports and coupons to 
the extent of several hundred thou- 
sand, perhaps milloins, he would re- 
ceive a refund in such amount as his 
chance" might call for provided his 
coupon did not get lost in the trans- 
action and no errors were made. 


Traveling men complain that they 


have to turn these so-called receipts 
into their employers with expense ac- 
counts, and that they have to at- 
tach them to something big enough 
to carry a memorandum as to what 
the coupons are and to reduce the 
;hances of the coupon being lost. 


Appeals to the corporation com- 


mission to install a system of re- 
ceipts that would be fair to the pub- 
lic are useless, as this method sat- 
sfles the federal court, and the com- 
mission is without jurisdiction in the 
matter. 


Moreover the system is wholly in 


keeping with the treatment of the 
public that is to be expected of a 
railroad hiding behind the compre- 
hensive folds of the gown of feder- 
al jurisdiction. It Is a fair illus- 
tration of the methods in force be- 
!ore the corporation commission was 
created. The ordinary railroad thinks 
it an insult to its dignity to make 
anything sufficiently plain for an or- 
dinary citizen to understand it. They 
toep their books, make their reports, 
and especially arrange their tariffs 
so thai! it takes an expert to under- 
stand what a rate is. A majority of 
the agents in the employ ol the rail- 


roads the country over cannot tell 
what a rate is when they see it in 
the company's tariff. 
If 
an 
agent 


makes an error to the company's dis- 
advantage his wife and babies must 
make it good out of the pittance he 
Is paid and upon which they depend, 
and it is not strange that mistakes 
are almost invariably of so gross an 
error that he knows it must exist, 
and appeals to the corporation com- 
mission, he can hope for a' refund, 
for the commission can figure out the 
amount of the overcharge and col- 
lect it for the shipper, as has been 
done in an amount aggregating thou- 
sands of dollars in the last year; 
but for every mistake sufficiently big 
for the shipper to know oJ it or for 
him to think worth making the basis 
of a claim, there are scores that no 
or.p 
ever hears of, but which swe 


the company's earnings to an enorm- 
ous extent every year. 


When this passenger rate case is 


settled the holder of the lucky num- 
bers that are now being issued in 
place of receipts will be lucky in- 
deed if these coupons be not sub- 
jected to the scrutiny of a corps of 
experts who will Discover in them 
the basis for a "theory" that will im- 
press some federal judge with the 
conviction that these simple numbers 
do not constitute a valid receipt, are 
not eVldence of claim, and cannot 
be made the basis for collection.

For that contest I took three weeks 
to prepare, being high in flesh when 
i started.

white or black" may soon be erased 
from the escutcheon of Oberlin col- 
lege, one ot the oldest colleges in 
the country, as a result of a quiet 
but determined campaign to eliminate 
every phase of social equality which 
has prevailed among the white and 
negro students of that 
institution 


since its foundation three quarters of 
a century ago. 


The faculty is wrought up and 


has taken steps to stem the tide 
of revolt among the white students.

der graduates have promulgated an 
effective order barring negroes from 
college societies; 
class 
functions, 


athletic teams and boarding places. 


Oberlin was the first college in 


America to welcome -the hegro to its 
halls.

negroes accompanied the 'track team 
to Columbus, where the i|hite stu* 
dents were refused admission to the 
best hotels on account of Ithe pres- 
ence of the blacks.

Oklahoma Furnishes Fine Standard Material 
Although it is Practically New Resource 
in. State. Ada, Oklahoma Portland 
Cement Company's Q-reat Plant. 


Few people realize what cement 


means to the nation as a whole. A 
simple combination of limestone rock 
and blue shale and a small per cent 
of gypsum has changed the whole 
architectural scheme of the larger 
buildings in all our great cities. It 
has made possible the construction 
of 
Immense sky-scrapers, crowded 


closely together, absolutely fireproof 
and with a strength and durability 
far exceeding the old steel and brick 
buildings.

With the appearance of the local 
product in the market the price of 
cement fell from $2.30 per barrel to 
as low as $1.09 and has never, even 
in times of cement famine, reached 
higher than $1.60 since. Hence it can 
be safely said that the development 
of Oklahoma cement has saved the 
consumer as- much as 50 cents per 
barrel for the last two years, of" at 
the very least $500,000 in the state. 
The city of Oklahoma City alone used 
40,000 barrels during 1909, and the.

for 50,000 barrels for municipal work 
only. 


Undoubtedly the country has ar- 


rived at the "cement age." In fact, 
the greatest economic discovery of 
the age is the cheap production of 
cement and its general application 
and use. 'Marvelous indeed were the 
engineering achievements accomplish- 
sd with the introduction of steel and 
iron into the construction of build- 


ings, bridges and tanks, but we may 
look for still greater wonders to fol- 
low as we learn more fully the num- 
erous advantages of cement and con- 
crete. In 1909 the consumption of ce- 
ment in the United States was al- 
most 70,000,000 barrels, yet the 
ce- 


ment manufacture is still in Its in- 
fancy. Deposits of iron ore and the 
available timber are rapidly dimin- 
ishing, so It is to cement that the 
engineers are turning.

A third plant 
is now in the course of erection, rep- 
resenting an investment of $600,000 
The two plants now In operation are 
running night and day, and the de- 
mand for their product is ever in- 
creasing. The future of cement is as- 
sured, as it Is recognized as an ago 
proof, waterproof, fireproof, as well 
a. sa'n economical material, and it has 
come to- stay. Railroads can not long- 
er operate without it. The growth of 
cities would be paralyzed by a ce- 
ment famine. Good roads are now 
made possible all over the country, 
and in fact we may now consider 
that cement is indispensible to the 
modern builder of homes, to munici- 
palities, to states and to the na- 
tldn.

Should 
the refund be ordered by the cour 
the holder of this coupon would sim- 
ply have to surrender it to the rail- 
road company and in the course of 
time, a month or a year or two years 
later, after reports and coupons to 
the extent of several hundred thou- 
sand, perhaps milloins, he would re- 
ceive a refund in such amount as his 
"chance" might call for provided his 
coupon did not get lost in the trans- 
action and no errors were made. 


Traveling men complain that they 


have to turn these so-called receipts 
into their employers with expense ac- 
counts, and that they have to at- 
tach them to something big enough 
to carry a memorandum as to what 
the coupons are and to reduce the 
chances of the coupon being lost. 


Appeals to the corporation com- 


mission to install a system of re- 
ceipts that would be fair to the pub- 
lic are useless, as this method sat- 
isfies the federal court, and the com- 
mission is without jurisdiction In the 
matter. 


Moreover the system is wholly in 


keeping with jthe treatment of the 
public that is to be expected of a 
railroad hiding behind the compre- 
hensive folds of the gown of feder- 
al jurisdiction. It Is a fair illus- 
tration of the methods in force be- 
fore the corporation commission was 
created. The ordinary railroad thinks 
it an insult to its dignity to make 
anything sufficiently plain for an or- 
dinary citizen to understand it. They 
keep their books, make their reports, 
and especially arrange their tariffs 
so thai! it takes an expert to under- 
stand what a rate la.

done in an amount aggregating thou- 
sands of dollars in the last year; 
but for every mistake sufficiently big 
for the shipper to know of it or for 
him to think worth making the basis 
o£ a claim, there are scores that no 
one ever hears of, but which swell 
the company's earnings to an enorm- 
ous extent every year. 


When this passenger rate case is 


settled the holder of the lucky num- 
bers that are now being issued in 
place of receipts will be lucky in- 
deed if these coupons be not sub- 
jected to the scrutiny of a corps of 
experts who will Discover in them 
the basis for a "theory" that will im- 
press some federal judge with the 
conviction that these simple numbers 
do not constitute a valid receipt, are 
not eVidence of claim, and cannot 
be made the basis for collection.
